On hearing the commotion, Shri Dev Raj Chakravarti 
residing in a nearby building came out and after ascertaining 
the facts of the cuse advised the chowkidar to report the 
matter to Police authorities. Thereupon one of the armed 
men rushed ut Shri Chakravarti with his revolver outstretched. 
Unmindful of the great risk, Shri Chakravarti overpowered 
the individual and snatched away the revolver. Seeing this, the 
other iudividaul lired from his pistol at Stjri Chakravarti who 
succumbed to the injury that night. 

Shri Dev Raj Chakravarti displayed great courage in this 
action. 

2. 291101 Corporal ViSHWANATH SHARMA, 

Weapon Filter. (Pcs! Immous) 

(Effective date of the award : bth December, 1977). 

On the 6th December, 1977 Corporal Vishwanath Sharma, 
who was returning to his unit on the expiry of his Casual 
Leave, had to break his journey at Delhi Railway Junction to 
catch a connecting train to Jodhpur. At about 1340 hours on 
that day, Sergeant Mange Ram of Air Force Station. Jodhpur, 
while passing through Company Bagh, opposite Delhi Rail- 
way Station, happened to notice two persons trying to pick 
the pocket of a person sleeping in the lawns of the Company 
Bagh. On being challenged, both of them attacked Serge- 
ant Mange Ram and pushed him into the hedge. Corporal 
Vishwanath Sharma, who happened to be there, rushed to 
his help. The Criminals, who tried to run away, were given 
hot chase by Corporal Sharma and Sergeant Mange Ram. 
One of the culprits named Gurdip, whipped out a dagger 
and slabbed Corpoml Sharma in the stomach. Corporal 
Sharma was immediately rushed to Jayaprakash Naiayan 
Hospital by Sergeant Mange Ram and later to Military Hos- 
pital, Delhi Cantonment, for intensive care oil 17th Decem- 
ber, 1977, where ho succumbed to his Injuries, the next day. 
The criminals were later nabbed by the police.

(Effective date of the award : Idth April, 1978V 

Mujor Kanhiya Lai Sharma was lan Instructor at the In- 
iidiiiy .sellout, Mnow. On the evening of 18th April, 1978, 
wnen a mm was being sUown at the school, an organised ‘ 
gang of burglars tried to break into the room ol an officer, 
Ivlajoi Sharma suspecting foul play, came out with a rod 
and saw a well dressed individual standing in front of the 
loom and another standing on the road near a motor cycle 
witn its engine running. He questioned the person standing 
on die veiandalr and, realizing the irrelevance of his replies, 
moved towards the motor cycle and hit it with the rod. This 
unnerved the burglars. However, before they could escape 
Major Sharma caught hold of one of the burglars, when a 
hand to hand light ensued. Hearing the commotion, others 
in the vicinity also mshed to the scene and the burglars weft' 
apprehended and handed over to the police. They were ltttdf 
identliied as members ol a wanted gang operating ' in ' the 
town.

District Lunglct, Mizoram. 

(Effective date of the award : 2 rid July, 1978). 

On the 2nd July, 1978, when Smt. Zadingi was cohbttiDg ' 
hie-wood in the jungle near Buarpui village in Lungtet Dis- 
trict ol Mizoram, she saw a tiger at a distance of ab6ut3 
metres. Without losing her presence of mind, Smt. Zadingi 
struck the advancing tiger in the head with her axe. While 
struggling with the tiger, she sustained an injury on her 
left arm. The tiger staggered away to nearby bushes. Des- 
pite her injury, Smt, Zadingi continued to watch tbs tiger 
with a view to hit it a second time, in case it attacked her 
again. The tiger, however, did not appear and later the' 
villagers found it dead. 

In this act. Shrimati Zadingi displayed exemplary cour- 
age, presence of mind and determination of a very ww 
oidor. 

5. Captain JAYANT THAPA (IC 30365) 

3 Gorkha Rifles. 

(Effective date of tlw irward : 3rd September; 1979) 

On the night ol 2nd/3rd September, 1978, Captain Jaybsrt- 
1'hapa was the Oillcer-in-Charge of the team detailed! to 
lay mines in an area adjacent to one of our border poets Tn- 
the Northern Sector. After completing his job, Captain 
fhapa guided back two of the three protection parties - de- 
ployed ahead of the minefield. On his return to the post,- 
he was informed that the third protection party had entered 
the minefield Inadvertently. Realising the gravity of the 
situation, Captain Thapa rushed towards ihe minefield. He 
found that one other Rank who had strayed into the aains- 
fioid the leudor of his party who -had gone to- rescue i him|- 
hail got their legs blown off due to a mine blast,' Captain - 
Thapa entered the minefield and himself evacuated both the 
wounded personnel, one by one, by lifting them physically 
and carrying them out of that area. 

In this action, Captain Jayant Thapa displayed exemplary 
courage, professional competence and devotion to duty of 
a very high order.

3 Gorkha Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 3rd September, 1979) 

On (he night of 2nd/3rd September, 1978.' Naik Dil ■Baba*’ 
dur Burathoki, along with three Other Ranks; war- deploy- 1 
ed to protect a party which was laying mines near-ourbdnier' 
post, somewhere in the Northern Sector. On 3rd September, 
1978, while withdrawing from their position, > Naik Dfr 
Bahadur Burathoki and his parly of three Other Ranks - im 
adveitontly entered one of ihe minefields. Unaware of 'its 
existence, the last man in the column, Rifleman Kansi Ram 
Gurung, .stepped on a mine and his leg was bloWn off. IlU- 
mcdiat;-lv Naik Burathoki realised the gravity of the sifua- 1 
tion and made his wounded 'Comrade sit-down on dhe 1 spoti 
He then took one of his comrades by hand and guided •'hint - 
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to a place of safety. He re-entered the minefield and tried 
to help Rifleman lhapa who could not move because of 
shock. Nark tiurathoki, consequently, lifted him up physi- 
cally and earned nun througn tne minefield to a place of 
safety. Thereafter, he returned to evacuate the injured com- 
rade. In this attempt, he too stepped upon a mine which 
blew off his leg. 

In this action, Naik Oil Bahadur Burathoki display. u . 
plary courage, determination and devotion to duty of an ex- 
ceptional order. 

7. 4451150 Sepoy NIRBHAY SLNGii, (Posthumous) 

Sikh Light Infantry. 

(Effective date of the award : 21st September 1978J. 

On the 21st September, 1978, Sepoy Niibhay Singh along 
with three athletics, was returning tiom a cross-country tun. 
When they were about 300 yards shoit of the unit lines, the 
leading athlete Lance Havildar Bachan Singh, was suddenly 
attacked by a wild elephant which caught hold of him in its 
trunk. Seeing the danger, Sepoy Nirbhay Singh rushed to- 
wards the wdd elephant shouting and gesticulating, in utter 
disregard to his own safety. These acts of Sepoy Nirbhay 
Singh enraged the elephant. It Hung away Lance Havildar 
Bachan Singh and, trumpeting loudly, charged at Sepoy 
Nirbhayf Singh. The tusker grabbed him in its trunk and dashed 
him on the ground several times and killed him on the 
spot. .t i . i . 

In this action, Sepoy Nirbhay Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, high sense of gallantry and devotion to duty of a 
very high order. 

8. Squadron Leader PURAN CHANDRA SINGH RAU- 
TELA, VSM (9576), 

Aeronautical Engineering (Electronics). 

(Effective date of the award : llt/i October, 1978). 

An aircraft was lost in October, 1967, in Kulkila Glacier 
area of Eahaul and Spiti at a height between 15,000 and 
18,000 feet. In October, 1978, Squadron Leader Puran 
Chandra Singh Rautela, VSM, volunteered to undertake the 
expedition to locate the wreckage of the aircraft and tho body 
of the pilot. Despite adverse weather conditions, he under- 
took the journey as winter snow would have obliterated the 
traces of the wreckage. On the way he saved the life of a 
Japanese tourist suffering from acute pulmonary oedema at a 
height of about 13,000 feet by offering him the limited oxy- 
gen available with the team. Though deserted by the majo- 
rity of porters, he continued to lead the expedition with deter- 
mination under dangerous glacier conditions at — 30" deg. 
C and wind speed of 50 knots. During the course of opera- 
tion, on one occasion, he was buried neck-deep in loose 
snow. In spite of this ho inspired confidence in the mem- 
bers of his team through personal example and carried on 
the expedition and ultimately discovered and wreckage of the 
aircraft lost nearly 11 years ago and carried the wreckage 
back to the base. 

In this act, Sqn, Ldr. Puran Chandra Singh Rautela display- 
ed exemplary courage, determination and devotion to duty of 
a very high order. 

9. Squadron Leader JAGAT NARAIN SHUKLA (8548) 

ADM. 

(Effective date of the award : 25 th October, 1978). 

On the afternoon of 25th October 1978, a labourer, Shri 
Mithoo Lai, was buried alive approximately at a depth of 
30 feet in a well of the Sewage disposal system, under cons- 
truction in the New Project Area of Air Force Station, Agra. 
No one was willing to undertake rescue operations for fear of 
being trapped in the well. At about 1430 hours when Squad- 
ron Leader Jagat Narain Shukla learnt about the disaster, he 
rushed to the scene of accident and informed the Police and 
Fire Brigade. These agencies arrived promptly, but as the 
cave in was about 20 feet and the exact position where the 
labourer lay buried, was not known, none was prepared to 
enter the well. 

Realising the situation, Squadron Leader Shukla himself 
jumped into the pit and commenced rescue operations. On 
seeing Us example Some other labourers joined the rescue and 
Shri Mithoo Lai was rescued after four hours’ effort.

Madias. 

(Effective date of the award : 4th November, 1978). 

Incessant and heavy lams m November, 1978, had caused 
unprecedented hoods in the Ldappazhanji liver (near 
InvandrumJ. People Jiving m the catchment area ot the 
river, were suirounued by 8 lo 10 lect deep water. Un the 
4Lh November, 19/8, Sepoy Ominen who was detailed, along 
with his platoon, to rescue the marooned people, rescued 
20 women and children from the marooned areas. While this 
rescue operation was in progress, the Platoon Co mm ander 
was informed that another house had been washed away and 
the inmates wete helplessly clinging to nearby trees. The 
level and how of water in the river had started rising very 
fast. Unmindful of the grave danger involved, Sepoy Omrncn 
volunteered to save tho stranded people, jumped into the river 
and started swimming across the river. In the process, the 
rope tied to his waist snapped and Sepoy Ommen was swept 
away by the strong current and was drowned. 

In this action. Sepoy Ommen displayed exemplary courage, 
detci ruination and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

11. GO-NYA AE(CIV) HARBHAJAN SINGH, 

General Roserve Engineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 6th November, 1978). 

Heavy snow fall on the Srinagar-Leh Road during the 
period from 5th to 19th November, 1978, had blocked traffic 
and more than 200 Army and civil vehicles carrying a large 
number oi passengers, including foreign tourists who were 
returning from Ladakh, were stranded between Drass and 
Gumri without food and shelter in freezing cold. 

Shri Harbhajan Singh, Assistant Engineer (Civil), who was 
Incharge of this Sector, mobilised all his available resources 
for snow clearing operation. Undaunted by the adverse cli- 
matic and high altitude conditions and the inhospitable 
terrain ,he supervised the operation and succeeded in res- 
toring the road tor traffic, by working day and night within a 
short period of less than two weeks which otherwise, would 
have taken four weeks’ time. His technical ability and 
personal supervision immensely contributed to this achieve- 
ment and averted loss of valuable lives and property Of the 
stranded passengers.

SINGH, 

General Reserve Engineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 6th November, 1978). 

Heavy snow fall on the night of 5th/6th November, 1978, 
had blocked traffic on the Srinagar-Leh Road and, con- 
sequently, more than 200 Army and civil vehicles with a 
number of passengers, including a large number of foreign 
tourists who were returning from LADAKH, were stranded 
at Drass without food and sheltcd in freezing cold. Operator 
Excavating Machinery Kundan Singh of 351 Road Main- 
tenance Platoon volunteered for and started clearing the snow 
with his dozer, in utter disregard to his personal safety. 
Operating dozers at such a high altitude in freeing cold and 
under treacherous weather prone to frequent avahmehes, 
calls for exceptional skill and daring. Undeterred by these, 
OEM Kundan Singh worked day and night and cleared the 
road for traffic within the short period of two weeks. By 
his commendable performance, OEM Kundan Singh was 
instrumental in saving valuable lives of the stranded passen- 
gers and Government property.

(Effective dale of the award : 1 9th November, 1978). 

Heavy snow fall between 6th and 19th November, 1978, 
dislocated all traffic on Srinagar-Leh Road and more than 200 
Army and Civil vehicles with a large number of passengers, 
including foreign tourists returning from Ladakh, were 
stranded without food and shelter in freezing cold. 
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Snow clearing operations at an altitude of over 3200 
metres, where efficiency of equipments /plants get considerably 
reduced due to effects of height and freezing cold, are hazar- 
dous and extremely difficult. Tn order to enable the stranded 
vehicles and passengers to more to safer places. Pit neii Tika 
Ram was detailed to clear the road Tn utter disregard to his 
personal safety and comfort, he undertook the task and 
operated his dozer in an inhospitable terrain and under ad- 
vcisc climatic conditions. In this pioccsn he got buiied under 
a snow avalanche which came without warning from the top 
of a hill and sustained injuries.

14. Squadron Leader DAVIS JOSEPH ACHATES 
DEFTGUETREDO (9844), Flying (Pilot). 

( Effective date of the award : 24th January, 1979) 

On the 24th January, 1979, Squadron Leader David Joseph 
Achates Deflguelredo was participating in a seven aircraft 
Republic Day Flypast rehearsal formation. On completion 
of the rehearsal as he commenced a descending turn to the 
left, a hydraulic malfunction occurred in the control circuit 
of the aircraft. The rate of roll to the left suddenly in- 
creased and Sauadron Leader Defigueireda found that the 
control stick of the aircraft had jammed and could not be 
centralised. As the aircraft rolled on to its hack, the nose 
dropped into a steepening descent. Tn such an uncontrollable 
situation, most of the pilots would have considered It justified 
to abandon the aircraft even at an adeauate height. How- 
ever, without losing his presence of mind, he continued to 
apply various corrective measures in order to save the pre- 
cious aircraft. Finally he could pull the aircraft out of its 
dive barelv at 600 ft above the ground and brought it safety 
back to the base, 

In this action. Squadron Leader David Joseph Achates 
Dcfigueiredo displayed courage and determination, profes- 
sional competence and devotion to duty of a high order. 


Operator Excavating Machinery Harka Singh of a Road 
Maintenance Platoon was detailed with his dozer to clear 
four major avalanche affected tracts of the road. In sub-zero 
temperature conditions he worked almost round the clock in 
complete disregard to his own safety and comfort. Un- 
deterred by the constant threat of shooting boulders and 
active land slides, he operated his machine, cleared all the 
four tracts, one after the other, and the road was opened 
for traffic, in a record time. 

In this action, Operator Excavating Machinery Harka 
Singh displayed exemplary courage, determination and de- 
votion to duty of a high order. 

17. G/106818 Superintendent B/R UPI KUMARAN 
BALAKRTSHNAN, General Reserve Engineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 7th March, 1979). 

During the period from 28th February to 7th March. 1979 
Tjihaul and Spiti vallev of Himachal Pradesh was subjected 
to heavy snow fall and massive avalanches accompanied by 
rock falls. Many houses in the area were completely buried 
and destroyed and fatal accidents and serious injuries were 
sustained bv the inhabitants. The 10 to 20 feet deep snow 
completely disrupted the road traffic beyond the Rohtang 
pass ns well as the fortnightly helicopter service. 

Tn order to enable the civil Administration to carry out 
immediate rc'cue and relief operations. 35000 Square feet 
area of the helipad at Tstingri and the six Kilometres stretch 
of road from Tstingri to Kevlong were required immediately 
to he cleared of snow for helicopters and vehicles. It was 
also essential to remove the heavy snow from the nearby 
buildings for relief operations. 

Superintendent Balakrishnan, who was incharge of a detach- 
ment of 397 Road Maintenance Platoon (GRFFT stationed 
in the area, undertook the snow clearance operation. The 
task had to he carried on under conditions of sub-zero tempe- 
rature and continuous snow blizzards. At times, he bad to 
move from one place to another to supervise the task. One 
dav while on such a move, he missed the track In blizzards 
and fell into a ditch and got buried unto his neck. He was 
saved due to timely rescue by a GREF employee who per- 
chance was working nearby.

Two columns of an Artillery Regiment 
were deployed to contain the violence and bring back norm- 
alcy. Cnntatyi Subir Kurnar M-ookc-rjee Vas commanding one 
of the columns. 

Or) the next day a violent mob encircled a group of houses 
and was about to set fire to them. Captain Mookeriee 
rushed to the scene deployed his column and tackled a 
section qf tbe armed mob from a hve-lane Seeing Captain 

Mookeriee rushing towards them with four jawans, the mob 
fired with country made revolvers and threw spears at him. 
Taking advantage of smoke and cover of the buildings he 
ordered firing of five rounds as a result of which four armed 
miscrea))Js wcje injured The remaining miscreants, who 
tried fo nee. were overpowered and the spears and swords 
by them were seized. Their other followers were 
twitted from two directions and were dispersed. 


In the meantime, widc-sprcnd looting arson and destruc- 
tion of property by a mob was reported iiom another area 
of the town, Members of one community were the main 
target of attack hnd most of them had sought refuge in a 
small building. Captain Mookerjee dispersed the violent 
mob and protected the helpless people until they were eva- 
cuated to snfe places B\ his tactful handling of the situa- 
tion and by filing only six rounds. Captain Mookeriee was 
able lo hold at bay a mob of about 500 armed men. Ho 
compelled the mob to disperse, quickly redeployed his men 
around the building and thereafter, with the addition of 
another detachment, conducted systematic and bold clearing 
operation, in complete disregard to his own safety. 

In this action Captain Subir Kumar Mookerjee, displayed 
exemplary courage, leadership, determination and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 

23. Squadron Leader MANOHAR PANDURANG RANL 

(9763), Flying (Pilot). (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : lrt May 1979) 

On the 1st May, 1979, Squadron Leader Manohar Pandu- 
rang Rane was detailed to fly the Chief of the Staff from 
Hal warn to Barnala, and back. On completion of the task, 
when he wps flying the helicopter back to base, the rotor 
blade spacing cables broke and severed two of the three con- 
trol rods of tbe rotor bead. This left him with no control 
over the altitude or descent path of the helicopter. He assess- 
ed the performance of what little control remained and 
gradually managed to bring the aircraft into a slightly nose- 
qp dc'ccnt path Realising that he would not be able to 
slow down the descent rate, be shut down tbe engine as there 
was no other alternative. Unfortunately the helicopter 
clashed and caught fire and Squadron Leader Rane lost his 
life. 

Squadron leader Manohar Pandurang Rane thus displayed 
courage, professional skill and devotion to duty. 

24. Flying Officer ATUL TRIVF.DT (13805), Flying 
(Pilot). 

(Effective date of the awrd : 8t/r May, 1979) 

On the 8lh Mnv. 1979 Flying Officer Atul Trivcdf wns 
authorised to fly a Marut Fighter aircraft for a training 
flight. About 10 minutes after the take-off, the aircraft deve* 
loped tail vibrations and nose-down oscillations. Without 
losing his presence of mind, the officer analysed the situation 
quickly and discovered that the main and the stand-by 
trimmers of tbe aircraft were not functioning. He also notic- 
ed that the Radio-Telephonic Communication System of the 
aircraft bad also failed simultaneously and hence It was 
not possible for him to seek guidance and help of the Flying 
Control. 

Flying Officer Trivedl handled the multiple emergency situa- 
tion which exrmplnry professional competence, returned to 
base without a radio telephonic system carried out a flaplesa 
approach and landing at a speed of 200 knots and brought 
tbe aircraft to a bait without anv further damage. Flying 
Officer Trlvedi thus not onlv saved a valuable aircraft under 
circumstances of grave risk to bis own life but also made 
it available for a more valuable purpose of post accident Inves- 
tigation. 

In this action. Flying Officer Atul Trivedl displayed exem- 
plary courage, professional cpmpetence. undaunted determina- 
tion and devotion to duty of an exceptional order.

Army was called out in aid to civil authorities to enforce 
the surrender of the Ccntial Industrial Security Force person- 
nel who had forcibly seized the armoury at Bokaro.
